Shahzad is defiant, 
warns of further 
action against U.S. 

New York 

The Pakistani immigrant who tried 
to detonate a car bomb on a busy 
Saturday night in Times Square 
accepted a life sentence with a 
smirk Tuesday and warned that 
Americans can expect more blood- 
shed at the hands of Muslims. 

“Brace yourselves, because the 
war with Muslims has just begun,” 
31-year-old Faisal Shahzad told a 
federal judge. “Consider me the 
first droplet of the blood that will 
follow.” 

His punishment for building the 
propane-and-gasoline bomb and 
driving it into the heart of New York 
City in an SUV last May was a fore- 
gone conclusion, since the charges 
to which he pleaded guilty carried 
a mandatory life sentence, which, 
under federal rules, will keep him 
behind bars until he dies. 

But the former budget analyst 
from Connecticut used the court- 
room appearance to rail against

Steven Hayes, 
47, was convict- 
ed of capital fel- 
ony, murder, sex- 
ual assault and 
other counts by a 
jury that heard eight days of grue- 
some testimony. 

Hayes showed no emotion as he 
stood for the verdict, which triggers 


the trial’s second phase, beginning 
Oct. 18, in which the same jurors 
will decide whether Hayes should 
be executed. 

Prosecutors said Hayes and 
another ex-con, Joshua Komisar- 
jevsky, broke into the family’s house 
in Cheshire in 2007, beat the girls’ 
father, Dr. William Petit, with a base- 
ball bat and forced their mother, 
Jennifer Hawke-Petit, to withdraw 
money from a bank before they sexu- 
ally assaulted and strangled her. 

Then they tied the girls, ages 11 


and 17, to their beds, put pillowcas- 
es over their heads, poured gaso- 
line on or around them and set the 
house on fire, authorities said. The 
girls died of smoke inhalation. 

The sole survivor, Petit, 
appeared to hold back tears as the 
verdict was read. 

“There is some relief, but my 
family is still gone,” he said. “It 
doesn’t bring them back.”

Hungary declares an 
emergency as caustic 
waste flood worsens 

Kolontar, Hungary 

A lethal torrent of toxic red sludge 
from a metal refinery engulfed 
towns in Hungary, burning vil- 
lagers through their clothes and 
threatening an ecological disas- 
ter Tuesday as it swept toward the 
Danube River. 

The flood of caustic red mud 
triggered a state of emergency dec- 
laration by Hungarian officials. At 
least four people were killed, six 
were missing and 120 were injured, 
many with burns. 

Hundreds were evacuated in 
the aftermath of the disaster Mon- 
day, when a gigantic sludge reser- 
voir burst its banks at an alumina 
plant in Ajka, a town 100 miles 
southwest of Budapest, the capi- 
tal. The torrent of sludge inundat- 
ed homes, swept cars off roads and 
damaged bridges. 

Named for its bright red color, 
the material is a waste product in 
aluminum production that con-

Ex-trader Jerome Kerviel was con- 
victed on all counts Tuesday in his- 
tory’s biggest rogue trading scandal, 
sentenced to at least three years in 
prison and ordered to pay his former 
employer damages of €4.9 billion 
($6.7 billion) — a staggering sum 
that drew gasps in the courtroom. 

The court rejected defense argu- 
ments that the 33 -year- old was a 
scapegoat for a financial system 
gone haywire with greed and the 
pursuit of profit at any cost — a 
decision sure to take some pressure 
off the beleaguered banking system 
overall. By ordering a tough sen- 
tence for a lone trader, the ruling 
marked a startling departure from 
the general atmosphere of hostility 
and suspicion about big banks in 
an era of financial turmoil. 

It was a huge victory for 
Kerviel’s former employer Societe 
Generale SA, France’s second-big- 
gest bank, which long had a rep- 
utation for cutting-edge financial 
engineering and has put in place 
tougher risk controls since the scan- 
dal broke in 2008. Kerviel main- 
tained that the bank and his boss- 
es tolerated his massive risk-taking 
as long as it made money — a claim 
the bank strongly denied, (ap)

Violence Begets Violence 

D.C. copes with an increase in shootings at funerals for victims of homicides

For most, attending a funeral is a time to pay respects 
and lend support. But increasingly in Washington, 
funerals are becoming a chance to settle a score. 

Last week, Jamal Coates was fatally shot in the 
bustling area of 13th and U streets NW as he and 
three friends were set to join a funeral procession. 
Coates and his friends were among hundreds who 
had just attended a funeral at a nearby church for a 
21-year-old woman who was fatally 
shot a few weeks earlier. It was just 
the latest in a string of violent inci- 
dents in D.C. that have occurred at 
or immediately following the funer- 
als of young homicide victims. 

On Wednesday, Coates is to be 
eulogized at a church in North- 
west. And because of the grow- 
ing possibility of violence, Dis- 
trict police and peace activists say 
they will be there to try to put an 
end to the trend of gang retalia- 
tion at funerals. 

“To a lot of young people, a 

church is just another building,” 

said Ronald Moten, co -founder of the anti-gang 
organization Peaceaholics. “And a funeral gives 
them a chance to get back at somebody and catch 
them off guard.” 

Moten said his anti-gang group plans to have 
additional counselors at the Coates funeral. He 
says violence at funerals in the area isn’t “unusu- 
al” but it is becoming “more frequent.” 

For District police, such concerns mean an 
increased presence at services, particularly those 
involving homicide victims. Cmdr. Daniel Hickson, 
of the criminal investigation division, agreed that 
funerals provide one of the basic ingredients need- 
ed to carry out a crime: opportunity. 

Often, family members or friends of the victim 
come from rival neighborhoods where crews are 
dominant. Some see the funeral as a chance to seek 
retaliation for an event that may or may not have 
had something to do with the deceased. 

Even increased police presence doesn’t guar- 
antee that violence won’t erupt, authorities say. 
About a half-dozen officers were posted out- 
side the church at the U Street funeral last week. 
“No prevention you take will 100 percent guar- 
antee to prevent something,” Hickson said.

DCPS Enrollment Rises 


School system reports 
1 percent bump, the 
most in about 40 years 

Washington 

It’s only a 1 percent bump, but after 
almost 40 years of annual enroll- 
ment losses, the results of this year’s 
early, unaudited count of the student 
population constitutes good news 
for D.C. Public Schools. 

“People are feeling more faith 
and confidence in our individual 


schools,” said Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee, who joined Mayor Adri- 
an M. Fenty on the steps of Pow- 
ell Elementary School in North- 
west Washington to make the 
announcement. 

The District has been a lit- 
tle stingy with the details so far. 
The gain appears to be a 1 percent 
increase over last October’s count 
of 45,691, but the District hasn’t 
specified. Much of the growth is 
in preschool and pre-kindergar- 
ten, Rhee said, with a gain of 481 
students over last year. 


She said 73 schools across 
all eight wards saw increases, 
although the District has yet to pro- 
vide school-by-school data. 

The data will be audited by a 
firm hired by the Office of the State 
Superintendent of Education, which 
will verify student residency. 

The final audited enrollment 
is usually a bit lower than the 
raw early count. Last fall’s 45,691 
slipped back to 44,467 after the 
audit. Rhee said she thinks the 
gains will hold up. billturque

Unwanted D.C. Wildlife 
May Gain Protections 


Washington 

The raccoons, opossums and foxes 
that roam District neighborhoods 
can breathe a bit easier. 

The D.C. Council gave tenta- 
tive approval Tuesday to a bill that 
would implement tough new stan- 
dards for how animal and pest con- 
trol companies rid District homes 
and properties of unwanted wild 
animals. 

The bill, which does not apply 
to residents or property managers, 
requires that animal control opera- 
tors take “all reasonable steps” to try 
to guarantee the use of humane and 
non-lethal force in the capture of nui- 
sance and unwanted animals. 

“The purpose of the bill is to 
protect consumers but also wild- 
life,” said Council member Mary 


M. Cheh, D-Ward 3 , the lead spon- 
sor of the legislation. 

Called the Wildlife Protection 
Act, the bill outlaws the use of 
glue, leghold and “body-gripping” 
or body crushing traps or snares 
to catch nuisance animals such as 
raccoons and foxes. It also bans the 
use of poison to control pigeons and 
sparrows. 

The legislation exempts rats and 
mice, meaning lethal traps can still 
be used to eliminate those critters. 
But other wild animals would have 
among the strictest protections in 
the nation. 

Wildlife and pest control con- 
tractors would be required to check 
their traps every 24 hours to make 
sure an animal is not confined in 
one of them, tim craig (the Washing-

Portis Likely to Sit Out Sunday 



Redskins back says 
he needs time to heal 
from groin injury 

The Redskins 

Clinton Portis doesn’t think his 
injured groin will allow him to 
play in the Redskins’ game this 
week against the Green Bay 
Packers. 

Portis told 106.7 The Fan on 
Tuesday that he’s awaiting the 
results of an MRI on his left groin, 
which he injured in Sunday’s 17-12 
win over Philadelphia. “I don’t 
think the team would even let me 
attempt to go and try to play on 
Sunday,” Portis said. “But who 
knows? ... I’m going to take my time 
and make sure I’m healed.” 

Portis said Sunday he felt a 
“pop” in his groin before leaving 
the game. “It’s bothering me,” he 
said Tuesday. “It’s stiff.” 


A week after Portis stirred criti- 
cism for going down without being 
touched on a 27-yard run against 
the St. Louis Rams, he was wide- 
ly praised, including by coach 
Mike Shanahan, for running hard 


against the Eagles. 

“I don’t worry about my tough- 
ness, man,” Portis said. “I stand 
in the hole, week in, week out. 
D lineman, linebackers, secondary 
blitzers or anybody else that’s com- 


ing through there, and [I] put my 
head up in there. So, I wasn’t wor- 
ried about my toughness.” 

Despite repeatedly leaving the 
game because of the injury, Portis 
gained 55 yards and caught two 
passes for 26 yards last week. 



But the former Pro Bowler has 
only 195 yards on 49 carries this 
year. His playing time was already 
on the wane with the emergence 
of Ryan Torain, who was promot- 
ed from the practice squad two 
weeks ago. Torain ran 18 times for 
70 yards and a touchdown against 
the Eagles. 

Portis missed the final 
eight games of last season after 
suffering a severe concus- 
sion in a helmet-to-helmet hit.

Seth Green Launches 
a Web reality series in 
which viewers guide a 
25-year-old’s actions

Seth Green promises his new Web 
series “Control TV” isn’t a Dr. Evil 
kind of thing. 

“Control TV,” which launches 
Wednesday, is a new reality Web 
series that is billing itself as a “real- 
life ‘Truman Show.’” Like the Jim 
Carrey movie, Tristan Couvares 
will have cameras following him 
all day long, but with “Control TV,” 
viewers on the Web vote to make 
Couvares’ decisions. 

It may sound slightly dystopic, 
but Green, who is producing the 
show with Matthew Senreich, says 
“Control TV” is “part entertain- 
ment and part vicarious improve- 
ment of another human being.” 

“It’s not Gerard Butler in 
‘Gamer’; it’s not ‘The Running 
Man,”’ Green says, referring to 
two films in which lives are sac- 
rificed for entertainment. “We’re 
doing something a little less mali- 
cious than that.” 

Instead, Green sees the show 
as a chance for an uncertain, 
25-year-old man to be propelled by 
the Web-watching masses. In his 
view, the Internet can be a benev- 
olent god. 

“We’re going to guide it so that 
none of the decisions are really det- 
rimental to him,” Green says. “It 
could be as simple as putting him 
in funny clothes when he goes to a 


job interview or insisting that he has 
a hidden agenda when he speaks to 
a girl for the first time, or whether 
he’s going to eat oatmeal or an Eng- 
lish muffin to start his day.” 

Viewers, who can follow at Con- 
trolTV.com and sign up for cell 
phone alerts, will get the opportu- 
nity to decide things for Couvares 
approximately 10 to 15 times a day. 
Voting will be for multiple- choice 
options — A, B or C — which means 
Couvares won’t be forced to do any- 


thing the show’s producers haven’t 
already prepared for. “Based on 
what his life starts to become, we’re 
going to have to adapt as produc- 
ers,” Senreich says. 

Couvares, who was chosen from 
many applicants, will be streamed 
live 24 hours a day. Webisodes will 
summarize each day’s events. 

In his audition tape, Couvares 
said he grew up in Manchester, 
Conn., and moved to Los Angeles 
about two years ago. 


“At the end of the day, if I’m 
in a situation, I’m going to know 
what makes good TV,” he says. 
“I’m going to know what’s going 
to be funny, what people are going 
to want to see. That’s what I bring 
to the table.” 

“It isn’t like we’re pretending 
there’s no camera,” Green says. “It 
isn’t like we’re saying that this is 
real life. Everyone is acknowledg- 
ing how strange and bizarre this 
situation is.” jake coyle (ap)

Picasso Collection Comes to U.S. 


Exhibitions 

A traveling exhibition of essential 
works from Pablo Picasso’s per- 
sonal collection is making its U.S. 
debut this week. 

“Picasso: Masterpieces From the 
Musee National Picasso, Paris” will 
include paintings, drawings, sculp- 
tures and etchings by the artist and 
serves as a retrospective covering 
each notable artistic period of his 
eight-decade career. 

Alex Nyerges, director of the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts in 


Richmond, the tour’s second U.S. 
stop (Feb. 19 through May 15), 
said Picasso’s personal collection 
contained works the artist con- 
sciously chose to shape his artis- 
tic legacy, “and he was not a mod- 
est man.” The 176-work exhibit 
also highlights Picasso’s depic- 
tions of his numerous mistresses 
and muses.

Harris Ranch is a fully integrat- 
ed beef operation. The company gets 
cattle from several ranchersand has 
its own trucks for transport, and 
the cattle finish off their days in the 
Coalinga lot before going to com- 
pany processing plants to become 
fresh cuts, ready-made meals and 
meat for restaurants from Alaska 
to Minnesota. 


Harris Ranch is the largest beef 
producer in California, putting out 
more than 150 million pounds of 
beef a year, though there are much 
bigger beef producers in the U.S. 

But the ranch didn’t always 
mean beef. At the beginning, in 1937, 
it was all about cotton and grain. 
Today, Harris Ranch produces more 
than 30 crops including lettuce, 
tomatoes, onions, melons, oranges, 
lemons, almonds, pistachios, wal- 
nuts and wine grapes.

CRAB FETTUCCINE

Ingredients 

» 2 crabs (or tiger shrimp) 

» Egg fettuccine, 500 grams 
» 3 tablespoons unsalted butter 
» 1 clove garlic, minced 
» Pinch hot chili flakes 
» 2 cups sweet cherry tomatoes, 
halved 

» Pinch sea salt 
» Pinch brown sugar 
» Freshly cracked pepper 
» 2 cups half-and-half 
» 1/2 cup fresh sweet peas (or 
frozen peas) 

» 1/2 cup plus a pinch of freshly 
grated Parmesan 
» 1/4 cup fresh parsley, minced 

Makes Four Servings 

In a large pot, boil crab for about 10 
minutes. Shell the crab and set all 
crab meat aside. Next, boil the egg 
fettuccine in salted water until it is al 
dente. Strain. 

In a pan, heat the unsalted butter 
over medium heat. Add the garlic, a 
pinch of chili flakes, and saute until 
garlic is golden and fragrant, about 
two minutes. Throw in the sweet 
cherry tomatoes, sea salt, brown 
sugar and freshly cracked pepper. 

Cook for about eight minutes, until 
the tomatoes begin to create a nice, 
light sauce. Add the half-and-half and 
bring to a boil. The second it starts to 
boil, turn the heat down to medium- 
low and add the sweet peas, 1/2 cup of 
Parmesan and a big handful of minced 
parsley. Stir and let it thicken for about 
eight minutes. Mix in the crab meat 
and heat through, about two minutes.
